Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants' assertion on Page 5, 1st Paragraph "The Examiner has simply not provided motivation 
known in the art The motivation comes from the Kadous reference, which is for the purpose of determining data rates for multiple 
data streams to achieve high performance when limited information is available. Furthermore, Mantravadi teaches a technique wherein 
the base data stream is transmitted to one type of receiving entity and the enhancement stream is transmitted to another type of receving 
entity (See Section 0289). A configuration which enables said above technique to occur is the base data stream being transmitted from 
one antenna and the enhancement stream being transmitted from another antenna thus there is a suggestion for the modification in 



In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants' assertion regarding Claim 5 for the same reasons set forth in the Office Action dated 
November 16, 2006. Since the mapping schemes differ the elements of the mapped values for each scheme differ in value thus rendering 
a plurality of scenarios, one of which is mutual exclusivity .
